Little diftant from the houfes, or huis, we 

faw fome dancing, others bufied in fetch~ 

ing and carrying water from the river. They 
had no fooner {py’d us, but they fet up a loud 
cry, that frightned us at firft ; we thought it 
had been for thofe that fhould kill us, but it 
feems it was of wonder and amazement. They 
were all naked ; and we was dreiied, fo as 1s 
moft commode for the hot countries, very 
glittering and rich; fo that we appeared cx- 
tremely fine, my own hair was cut fhort, and I 
had ataffety cap, with black feathers on my 
head; my brother was in a ftuff fuit, with fil- 
ver loops and buttons, and abundance of green 
ribbon, ‘This was all infinitely furprifing to 

them, and becaufe we faw them ftand ft 1} till 
we approached them, we took heart and advan- 

ced, came upto them, and oftered them our 

hands; which they took, and looked on us 

round about, calling ftili for more company ; 

who came {warming out, all wondering, and 
crying out Tepeeme; taking their hair up in 
their hands, and fpreading it wide to thofe 
they called out to; as if they would fay, (as 

Indeed it fignifed) Numierlefs Wonders, or 

not to be recounted, no more than the hair of 

their heads, By degrees they grew more told, 
and from gazing upon us round, they trouch’d 

us, lay their hands upon all the features of our 
faces, feeling our breaitsand arms, taking up 
one petticoat, then wondering to fee another, 
admiring our fhoes and tiockings, Lut more 

our garters, which we gave them, and they 

ty'd about their legs, being lac’d with filver- 
lace atthe ends: In fine we fuflered them to 

jurvey us as they pleafed, and we thought they 

would never have done admiring us. When 
Cefar and the reft, faw we were received with 
fuch wonder, they came up to us; and finding 
the Indian trader whom they knew, (for ‘tis 
by thefe ffhermen, called Indian traders, we 
hold commerce with them ; for they love nor 
to ¢o far from home, and we never go to them) 
when they faw him therefore, they {et upa 
hew joy, and cry’d in their lauguage, Oh, 
here's our Tizuamy, and we fhallj know whe-

ther thofe things can fpeak. So advancing to 
him, fome of them gave him their hands, and 
cry’d Amora Tiguamy ; which is as much as, 
How do you do! Or, welcome friend; and all 
with one din, began to gabble to him, and 
aik'd, if we had fenfe and wit? If we could 
talk of affairs of life and war, as they could 
do? lf we could hunt, fwim, and doa thoufand 
things they ufe 7 He amiwer’d them we could. 
Then they invited us into their houfes, and 
drefs’d venifon and buftalo for us; and going 
out, gathered a leaf of a tree, called a Sarum- 
bo leaf, of fix yards long, and {pread it on the 
ground for a table-cloth : and cutting another 
in pieces, inftead of plates, fet us on little low 
Indian ftools, which they cut of one entire piece 
of wood, and paint in a fort of japan’d-work. 
They ferve every one their mefs in thefe pieces 
of leaves, and it was very good, but‘too high 
feafon'd with pepper. When we had eat, my 
brother and I took out our flutes, and play’d 
to ’em, which gave ’em new wonder; an: I 
foon perceived, by an admiration th t is natu- 
ral ro thofe people, ond by the extreme igno- 
rence and fimplicity of ’em, it were not diff- 
cult toeftablifh any unknown or extravagant 
religion among them, and to impofe any notions 
or fictions upon ’em. For feeing a kinfman of 
mine fet fome paper on fire with a burning 
glafs, a trick they had never before feen, they 
were like to have ador’d him for a god, and 
begg’d he would give ’em the charatters cr fi- 
gures of his name, that they might oppofe it 
againft winds and ftorms: which he did, and 
they held it up in thofe feafons, and fincy’d it 
had a charm to conquer them, and kept it like 
aholy relique They are very fuperftitious, 
anc call’d him the great Peeie, that is, prophet. 
They fhewed us their Indian Peeie, a youth of 
about fixteen years old, 2s handfome as nature 
could makeaman. They confecrgte a beauti- 
ful youth in his infancy, and all arts are utedto 
compleat him in the fineft manner, both in 
beauty and fhape: He is bred to all the little 
arts nd cunning they are capable of; to ail 
the legerdemain tricks, and flight of hand, 
whereby he impofes on the rabble ; anc ts both 
a doctor in phyfic and divinity. And by thefe 
tricks “make the fick believe he fometimes caics 


_ their pains, by drawing from the afflicted part 


littie ferpents, or odd flies, or worms, Or any 
ftrange 
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frange thing ; and though they have undoubt- 
ed good remedies for almoft all their defeafes, 
they cure the patient more by fancy than by 
medicines, and make themfelves feared, loved, 
and reverenc’d. ‘This young Pecie had a very 
young wife, who feeing my brother kifs her, 
came running and kifs’dme = After this they 
kifs’d one another, and made it a very great 
jeft, it being fo novel ; and new admiration and 
laughing went round the multitude, that they 
never will forget that ceremony, never before 
us’d or known. Cefar had a mind to fee and 
talk with their war-captains, and we were 
conduéted to one of their houfes, where we be- 
held feveral of the great captains, who had 
been at council: But fo frightful a vifion it was 
to fee ’em, no fancy cancreate; no fad dreams 
can reprefent fo dreadful a fpeétacle. For my 
part, 1 took ’em for hobgoblins, or fiends ra- 
ther than human men. Put however their 
fhapes appeared, their fouls were very humane 
and noble ; but fome wanted their nofes, fome 
their lips, fome both nofes and lips, fome their 
ears, and others cut thro’ each cheek, with 
long flafhes, through which their teeth appear- 
ed: They had feveral other formidable wounds 
and fcars, or rather difmembrings. They had 
comitia’s or little aprons before them; and 

irdles of cotton, with their knives naked ftuck 
in it ; a bow at their back, and a quiver of ar- 
rows on their thighs; and moft had feathers on 
their ‘heads of divers colours. They cry’d 
Amora ‘Tiguamy to us, at our entrance, and 
were pleafed we faid as much to them: They 
feated us, and gave us drink of the beft fort, 
and wonder’d as much as the others had done 
before, to fee us. Czfar was marvelling as 
much at their faces, wondering how they fhould 
be all fo wounded in war ; he was impatient to 
know how they all came by thofe frightful 
marks of rage and malice, rather than wounds 
got in noble battle: They told by our inter- 
preter, that when any war was waging, two 
men chofen out by fome old captain whofe 
fighting was paft, and who could only teach 
the theory of war, were to ftand in competi- 
tion for the generalfhip, or great war-captain ; 
and being brought before the old judges, now 
paft labour, they are atk’d, What they dare 
do, to fhew they are worthy to lead an army ? 
When he who is firft aik’d, making no reply, 
cuts of his nofe, and throws it contemptibly on 
the ground ; and the other does fome thing to 
himfelf that he thinks furpaffes him, and per- 
haps deprives himfelf of lips and an eye: So 
they flafth on till one gives out, and many 
have dy’d in this debate. And ’tis by a paf- 
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five valour they thew and prove their a@tiviry, 
a fort of courage too brutal to be applauded by 
our black hero ; neverthelef he exprefs'd his 
efteem of ’em. 

In this voyage Cefir begat fo good an under- 
ftanding between the Indians and the Englifh, 
that there were no more fears or heart-burn- 
Ings during our ftay, but we hada perfe& open, 
and free trade with "em. Many things remark- 
able, and worthy reciting, we met with in 
this fhorr voyage ; becaufe Cafr made it his 
bufine’$ to fearch out and provide for our en- 
tertainment, efpecially to pleafe his dearly 
ador’d Imoinda, who wes « fharer in all our 
adventures; we being refoly’d to make her 
chains as eafy as we could, and to compliment 
the prince in that manner that moft oblig*’d 
him, 

As we were coming up again, we met with 
fome Iniians of flrange afpeéts; that is, of a 
larger fize, and other fort of features, than 
thofe of our country. Gur Indian flaves that 
row’d us, afk’d *em fome queftions ; but they 
could not underftand us, but fhew'd us a long cot- 
firing, with feveral knots.on it, and told us, 
they had been coming from the mountains fo 
many moons as there were knots: they were 
habited in fkins of a ftrange beaft, and brought 
along with *em bags of gold duft; which, as 
well as they could give us to underftand, came 
ftreaming in little fmall channels down the high 
mountains, when the rains fell ; and offer’d to 
be the convoy to any body, or perfons, that 
would gotu the mountains, We carry’d thefe 
menup to Parham, where they were kept trill 
the lord governor came: And becaufe all the 
country was mad to be going on this golden ad- 
venture, the governor, by his letters, com- 
manded (for they fent fome of the gold to him) 
that a guard fhould be fet at the mouth of the 
river of Amazons(a river fo called, almoft as 
broad as the river Thames) and prohibited all 
people from going up that river, it contain 
to thofe mountains of gold. But we going o 
for England before the proje& was further pro- 
fecuted, and the governor being drown’d in a 
hurricane, either the af died, or the 
Dutch have the advantage of it: And ’tis to be 
bemoan’d what his majefty loft, by lofing that 

art of America. 

Tho’ this digreflion is a little from my ftory 
however, fince it contains fome proof of the 
curiofity and daring of this great man, I was 
content to omit nothing of his charaéter.

Kkk Msmorrs 
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Mamorrs of the Life of Kovrt Kan, late Sophi 


of Perfia. 


HE Perfian empire having been feized iw 
Aferaff, the chief of the Aruhans, thofe 
rebels, who took J/paban, dethroned Schab cf 
fein, avd beat the Turkifh troops, was crue 24 
opprefled by that tyrant fir feveral years, 
Huffins fon, the Schah Thamas; who efcaped 
during the fiege of J/paban, endeavouring to 
re-eftablifh the government ; and mecting with 
Thamas Kouli Kan, at that time about 40 years 
of age, put the rebels to flight, and entirely 
routed them. 

Kouli Kan had born arms, from his infancy, 
and had always diftinguifhed himfelf for his 
courage and military exploits; and he was a 
man of genius, open and fincere, delighting 
to reward the valour of his foldiers, and to put 
thofe cowards to death, who fled’ when they 
might have refifted ; and being entrufted with 
the modelling and conducting of the whole 
army under his fovereign, he difch rged him- 
felf in every refpeét as a counfellor and a gene- 
yal; that he merited the Kings affection, by 
the continual proofs he gave of his capacity, 
zeal, courage, and fidelity; and picked him 
out an army, on whofe courage and experience 
he was able to rely 

His firft march in 1727, was againft the Af- 
dalis, and the rebels of Ahoraffan, &c. whom 
he fubdued for Schab Thamas ; and then, t:king 
the rout of //paban, met Aghuans near Dameuan, 
4 {mall town on the frontiers of Schirvan, to 
which place Azraff had advanced with his 
whole force, to give Thamas battle, in fure 
fiopes of victory. Butto his great furprize, 
who had never feen the Perfians ftand their 
ground, met with awell difciplin’d army, which 
put the rebels to flight, and purfued ’em till 
tired with their flaughter. 

Afzraff never halted but once, as till with 
great precipitation he regained the walls of J/- 
paban ;*where, ordering all his men, with their 
families and effects to retire into the caftle, he 
came to a refolution to try the event of another 
battle ; and accordingly cicamped about ten 
leagues from that city, and waited the approach 
of the royal army, which, now refigned by 
the King entirely to the command of his gene- 
ral Aowli Kan, himfelf halting at Theram, with 
a body of referve of 10,000 men, advanced by 
regular marches. 

‘The two armies came in fight on the 13th of 
Nevenber, about eight o’Clock in the morning, 
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Numb. XIX. 
Our hero having drawn up his men in excelleng 
order, commanded them to bear the whole dif. 
charge of the enemies: 2nd then marchin 


u 
to them thro’ the {moak of their guns, wiles 
firing a fingle fhot, he made his Ret and only 


difcharge clofe to their battery ; which bold 
actior fo intimidated the rebels, that they took 
to their heels, and tho’ they recovered the 
fortifications of [/pzhan, they the next day plun- 
dered the citizens, and abandoned both the 
City and caftle, and taking the road of Kirman, 
didturn oft to Schirras, where they maflacred 
alithe Perfians they found in the interef of 
their King and country. In this flight the re- 
bels carried off 300 camel loads of gold and fil- 
ver, the beft of the furniture, and all the prin- 
cefles of the blood royal, except the mother of 
the Schah Thamas, who had continued hid as a 
fervant, in the Seraglio, 

Thamas Kouli Kan having advice, that his 
majefty intended to make his entry into Ifpahan 
on the oth of December, march'd about a league 
out of therown with 20,000 men. As {oon as 
Thamas faw his majefty approach on horfeback, 
he alighted, and ran to prevent him getting off ; 
but the King in a moft polite manner faid, ‘ Al- 
‘ low me to doit, 1 have made a vow, to walk 
* feven paces before thee, the firftrime . fhould 
* fee thee after thou hadft banifh’d my enemies 
‘ from my capital. He then ali hted, per- 
form’d his vow, drank coffee ; and then both 
mounted their horfes and continued their march 
to the city. 

The King intimating a defire of reve ge 
upon the rebels, who had murder’d his father, 

uin’d the country, and fpilt fo much innocent 
blood: Aculi Kan, notwith{tanding the averfion 
of the Afabometans to war in the winter, took 
the field again about the end of December, and 
by expofing him{elf to as much danger and fa- 
tigues as any of his common foldiers ; be open- 
eda paffage thro’ the fnow, rains, and frof, 
during a march of twenty days, till he came up 
with the rebels, pofted on an advantageous fi- 
tuation, and put them to flight; who retiring 
to Schiras, bound each other with a felemn oath, 
to wait the approach of the King’s army, and 
either to conquer or die in the action. But 
the very fight of the victorious Perfians, fo dif 
pirited them, that they only difcharged in a tu- 
multuous manner, and retreated as the royal 
army advanced. And had Kouli Kan improved 
this advantage by purfuing them to the utmott, 
he had certainly recovered the treafure, and 
in all probability killed, or taken Afzraff. But 
he being always afraid of ambufhes, and is 

covor 
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doubting, but it would be in his power to come 
up with the rebels by flow marches ; he fuffer- 
ed their chief to amufe him with propofals of 
acommodation, till they could gain time to flip 
away with their riches, &c. However, being 
purfiied by a detachment from the main army, 
ard obliged to feparate into fmall parties, and 
to take different routs; the chief, with about 
500 of his moft faithful friends, taking the 
road to the Jndies ; they were eafily interrupted 
loft their baggage, knocked on the head, and 
Afxraff himfelf teli into the hands of Houffen Kan, 
who ftripped him of the remainder of his trea- 
fure, and killed him. Inthe mean time Kouli 
Kar put all the 4ghuans he found at Schiras to 
the-fword, except three or four of the moft 
noted, whom he referv’d to the King’s 
pleaiure, 

Th: next campain was again the Turks, who 
had taken the advantage of the troubles, and 
difmem>er’d the antient empire of Perfia about 
Yauris, whom he alfo beat, and retook mof of 
their conquefts, as far as Evivan; and what 
crown’d ill his fuccefs, the Turks fet down 
quiet with their loffes  __ 

It was now that Thamas Kouli Kan firft fhew’d 
any tokens of an illicit ambition ; and that any 
fort of tubjection was irkfome to him. = After 
this decifive victory and ceffation of al] hoftili- 


ties, he fummoned all pexfons diftinguithed by. 


their birth, dignities, judgment and knowledge 
to appear at Afcwcan-lebiud -bout five days jour- 
ney from Tauris, on a day appointed, whom he 
received under a moft maenificent tent ; and fo 
managed, that he got the priucipal men of 
Perfia, to inveft him with fovreign authority, 
under the title of Volim Amet, 1 e. the difribu- 
tion of favours. ‘This declaration was proclaim- 
ed thro’ all the empire, figned by above fifteen 
thoufand confiderable men, and difpatched to 
Conftantinotle, by a magnificent embafly. 
Immediately upon his entrance upon this 
fovereignty, was called into the field again, to 
quell the new infurre&tion of the huang, 
who had entrenched themfelves in Candahbar ; 
which after much trouble, lofs, and expence, 
he took ina fiege of fixteen months, From 
whence he marched near to Kaboul to repofe 
his army, in the territories of the Great Mogul, 
which he obliged to furrender to his arms in 
eight days: a conquef that fpread confternation 
thro’ all /xdia. The Emperor of the Afggul’s, 
having fent to afk him what his pretentions 
were, he anfwered him coldly, that his defign 
was to pay him a vifit at Dinabat, the place of 
his refidence ; andif fuch a vifit would be dif- 
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293 
agreeable, that he might be freed from it by 
fending him a year’s revenue of his kingdom. 
Whatever the Afewl’s anfwer was, we canfot 
be certain ; but we know, that Velim Amet pur- 
fued his project, and conquer’d the Jndies, as 
fhall be more fuuy fhewn hereafter. 

About this time, our hero affumed the title 
Schab, 1. e. King, and Nader, his own family 
name ; for that of Thomas Kouli Kan wasa dif- 
tinction only, granted hira by Sehah Tamas, in 
confideration of his im pbriant fervices 

Kouli Kan was tall, and wei! »sroportion’d, of 
a majeftic mien, a vaft geoius, bold and dar- 
Ing, eventorafhnefs. He was very fecret in 
the projects he form’d, aid equally active in 
the execution of them He govern'd all him- 
felf; and knew how to make his commands 
obeyed. His orders fuff-red neicier reprefen- 
tations nor delays: a perfon was criminal, as 
foon as he tefified the le. resngnance to exe- 
cute them, however dificult they might appear, 
the caufe was foon decided, for on the fmallett 
fign, he made his fervants ftrangle the crimi- 
nals in his prefence, and throw the body into 
the freet. by this alone, he maintained fo ab- 
folute an authority. Soin the diftribution of 
employments, he confulted neither birth, talents, 
nor experience. He difplaces all the great men 
of the former government, and fubftituted 
worthlefs creatures in their ftead. His choice 
conftitured all their merit ; and as he advanced 
them without great care, fo he difcharged *em 
without great ceremony. Religion, laws, cuf- 
toms, and every thing elfe, were obliged to 
yield tohis will No prince ever govern'd 
Perfia in fo defpotic a manner. 


A memorable Exampir of Rasn JupGmrnr, 


Cerrain man of the city of Bafi in Germany, 

having ufed his wife fo cruelly, that fhe 
to get clear of his ill ufage, Icft his houfe and 
efcaped toa friend’s houfe in the country, to 
engage her rclations to mediate a reconciliation 
between them. It alfo happened, that at the 
very interim of time, before it was known 
whither fhe had withdrawn herfelf, a certain 
woman was found drowned in the Rhine; and. 
her cloaths refembling thofe of the abfent wife, 
the concourfe of the people not able to difcover 
the true lineaments of her disfigured face, and 
prepoflefled with an opinion that it could be no 
other than the wife that was milling, pofitively 
infifted that the cruel hutband had killed hits 
vife and thrown her into the river. And the 
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port, committed him to prifon to be tortur’d. 
And the unfortunate man to refcue himfelf from 
the torture of the rack, confeffed himfelf guil- 
ty of the murder of his wife ; and that he had 
firft killed her and then thrown her body into 
the Rbine ; death being more eligible t6 him than 
to be tortured to death. Upon this confeflion, 
fentence was pronounced upon him, and the 
hufband was executed like a parricide. Three 
days after the fugitive wife returned with her 
friends, to make up the breach, and to procure 
her better treatment from her hufdand for the 
future. Eutto her great forrow and amazc- 
ment, being told of what had paffed, fhe melt- 
ed into tears, and running like a madwoman to 
the town-houfe, prefented herfelf to the judges, 
proved her huibands innocence, and accufed 
them with injuftice, for being carrie away by 
the fallacious evidence of hearfay, common re- 
port and circumftances.

written, to he mingled in a heap, and laid upon 
atable.

Remarks on the Burial of Wiititam the Conque- 
ror, extratted from his Life, by Sir JAmzEs 
HAYWARD. 


ING Villiam I. died at Roan, of a hurt 
K received in his belly, by the pommel of a 
{faddle, as he leaped a ditch, while he 

was hunting near that city. His dead body. was 
forfaken by all his followers The great men 


fearing fome dangerous commotions on this’ 


change, repaired immediately to their own 
eftates to provide for the fafety of themfelves and 
families. And the fervants and inferior officers 
taking the opportunity of the general confter- 
nation, to make up their own hands, make off 
with what each could fteal out of the royal pa- 
lace, wardrobe, treafury, €%. Thus the dead 
body was not only abandoned, but robbed and 
left almoft naked upon the very floor. ‘The 
Archbp. of Roan commanded the corpfe to be 
carried to Caen: and the charge of the embalm- 
ing thereof, of his burtal, was defrayed by 
one Herjewine a country Knight. 

At its entrance intoCzen the body was received 
by the abbot and convent of monks of St. Stephen, 
which this King Duke of Normandy, had found- 
ed, accompanied by the whole clergy, ‘and a 
multitude of lay-people ; but it was again pre- 
ni abandoned: every one, except a few 
monks, running to fecure their effects and 
friends from a raging fire that broke out in 


the heighc of the proceflion, and threatend the 
total deftruGtion of the city. 


The royal corpfe being at laft depofited in 


St. Stepben’s church, all the bifhops and abbots 
of Normandy affembled to folemnize the funeral. 
And when the office of the dead. was ended, 
Cuillebert, bifhop of Lureux, fpoke a long pa 
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negyric in miemory of the King, and concluded 
™m thefe words: ‘ Forafmuch as it is impoffible 
for a man to live, fo it is much lefS poffMe for 
a manto. govern, withour pffence: Fi, by 
reafon of the multitude of, a prince's affairs: 
Secondly , for that he muft commit the manage- 
ment of many things to the conftience. and 
courtefy of others: Lafily, for that perfonal 
Grievances are many times PeneFelene to the 
main-body of the ftute ; in which cafes, parti- 
cular, either loffes, or harms, are more, than 
manifoldly recompenfed by the prefervation or 
quiet of the whole fare: If therefore, any 
that were prefent did fuppofe they had received 
Injury from the Kiug, he defired that they 
would in charity forgive him.’ When the Bp, 
had madean end, one Anfelm Fitz-Arthur ftood 
up among the crowd, and with a loud voice 
faid, ‘ T'nis ground, whereupon we ftand was 
once the floor of my father’s houfe, which 
that man of which you have fpoken, when he 
was Duke of Normandy, took violently from my 
father, and afterwards founded thereon this re- 
ligious building. ‘Th’s unjuftice he did not by 
ignorance or overfight ; not by any neceflity of 
ftate, but to content his own covetous defire ; 
now therefore I do challenge this ground, as 
my right; and do here charge you, as you 
will anfwer it before the fearful face of Almigh- 
ty God, that the body of the fpoiler be nat 
covered with the earth of my inheritance." 
Which produced fuch an effeét upon the bifhop 
and noblementhere prefent, that they agreed to 
give Fitz-4rthur three pounds prefently for the 
grave, and promifed to fee him fatisfied for the 
refidue of his claim; which was performed by 
Henry the only one of the fons of the conquer- 
or, that attended his funeral. But even now 
there remained another accident that alarmed 
the by-ftanders. When the body was to be 
depofited in the earth, the ftone coffin lodged 
there beforehand to receive it had been hewn 
fomewhat too ftrait for William’s fat belly ; and 
this obliging them to prefs it down with much 
force, either his bowels burft with the vio~ 
lence, or fome excrements forced out at. their 
natural paflage, threw out fuch an intolerable 
ftench, that it prefently difperfed the croud, 
before the office was ended. 

By his laf will he gave to every parifh 
church five fhillings, and to every borough 
town, one hundred pounds, for the relief of

T\ the reign of Charles TX. King of Fiance,

ners whether this wastrue or not? who an- 
fwered that too many of them came to that un- 
lucky end at Roan; his Grace approved of 
what the curate had done, and ordered his fe- 
cretary to make an act of it to be fixed up in 
the church of Domfront, ‘To which the com- 
plainants willingly fubmitred, and they have 
found much. good from it: for within lefs than 
twenty years after, there died fifteen grown 


perfons of natural deaths, and now there die 
three or four yearly.

The Pravidential efcape of the Proteftants in Ire-

bev 1558, ‘The doctor having notified his ar- 
rival at the cattle ; the Lord Beputy Fitz-Wal- 
ters fept for him to come before his excellence 
and the privy council; to whom the doctor 
made a long tpeech relating to the fubjects of 
his commmiflion, and then prefented the ‘leather 
box with its contents to the Lord Deputy. 
But when the Deputy opened it for the fecre- 
tary to read the commillion, lo! to the great 
furprize of all prefent, andthe Doétor’s con- 
fufion, there was found in the box, nothing but 
a pack of cards with the knave of, Clubs faced 
uppermoft.

of the Smeftall and Stour, is 181 feet, from 
the fame place from Bulbridge at Penkridge, 
88 feet, 9 inches, thence to Burton, 100 feet 
9 inches, from Stour-mouth to Severn the fall 
is a 104 feet and a half. Total fall of both ri- 
vers 475.. | |

willcofta very large fum, that the carriage 
of goods will, shaved be made vaftiy cheap- 
er, and that 71 market towns and cities ma 
trade by this canal; to which we fhall add, 
that fuch inland navigations might be made a 
fupport for our feamen in time of peace, if a 
law was made, that in time of peace ‘none but 
apprentices under 18, or fuch as had ferved 
three or five years on board a fhip of war, 
fhould be employed in any of them. As fucha

On Friday 7-night the Mate of a Ship went 
into one of the Haud -Houfes in Farthing- 
Fields near Shadwell, where he was cut and 
wounded in fo terrible a Manner, that he died 
about two o’Clock on Sunday Morning; and a 
Man that was with him was cut in fuch a Man- 
ner, that it is thought he will lofe one of his 
Hands. On Sunday Evening, between eight 
and nine o’Clock, about fifty Sailors went in a 
poffe to the above place, and part of them en- 
tered every Houfe in the Row, which confifts 
of about ten very notorious Bawdy-Houfes ; 
when they immediately broke the Frames of 
of the Windows, and demolifhed the Beds, 
Tables, Chairs, and what other Moveables 
they could find, and threw them out of the 
Windows, which the remaining pert of the 
Sailors collected together in a heap, and made 
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_ avery large Bonfire. Three or four of the 
Ladies, who appeared to be beft cloathed, they 
brought to the Bonfire, where they ftripped off 
all their Cloaths, which they threw into the 
Fire, and obliged the Ladies to walk naked 
round it, and then fuffered them to go about 
their Bufinefs in that Condition. After the 
Fire was out, the Sailors went off in a very 
peaceable Manner. 

Atthe Affizes at Wells, before Mr. Baron 
Smythe and Mr. Baron Adams, John Poulter, 
alias Baxter, indiéted for robbing Dr. Hancock 
of Salitbury, on Clerken Down, near Bath, 
pleaded Guilty, and received Sentence of 

Yeath ; but it is faid on account of the Difco- 

weries he has made, he will receive his Majef- 
ty’s moft gracious Pardon. John Ford, Silver- 
{mith, of Bath, charged by the faid Poulter 
with receiving ftolen Goods, was admitted to 
Bail. A young Woman living near Bridgwater 
in Somerfetthire, was indjéted for Poifoning 
her Hutfband, and found Guilty : fhe was Sen- 
tenced to be Burnt at Wells. Upon the Trial 
it appeared that fhe had made the Attempt once 
before the fatal Time that it fucceeded, by 
giving her Hufband fome Arfenick in fome 
Ale; but he perceiving it Gritty, Drank but 
little: however, he found himfelf extremely 
Sick after, but with violent Purging and Vo- 
miting, the Effeéts of the Poifon were prevent- 
ed. He then firft fufpeéted the wicked Defign 
of Isis Wife. Some Time after, being order- 
ed by an Apothecary to take Flour of Brim- 
ftone, his Wife took an opportunity to mix 
fome Yellow Arfenick in it, and that in fo 
Jarge a Quantity, as was fufficient to kill twen- 
ty Men. Her Huiband did not take the whole; 
but he was neverthelefs foon feized with in- 
ward burnings, and great Tortures ; in which 
Manner he lay for the fpace of four Days in 
the extremeft Agonies. Upon opening his 
Body, it appeared inflamed and burnt up to 
the higheft Degree. She was but nineteen, and 
Married only in March laft, and committed the 
fact in May. Her keeping Company with ano- 
ther Man, itis thought brought her to com- 
mit this henious Crime. The Trial lafted fix 
Hours. The Council for the Crown were Mr. 
Stannifor and Mr. Gapper; for the Prifoner, 
Mr. Davie and Mr. Webbe.
